Mayor  has  hot  idea

District  heating  may  be  used  to 
warm  up  Provo  City  in  the  future, 
according  to  Mayor  Jim  Ferguson. 

Ferguson,  who  spent  a  few 
weeks  last  summer  studying  Euro¬ 
pean  energy  systems,  made  a  pre¬ 
sentation  Friday  to  the  Utah  Chap¬ 
ter  of  the  American  Planning  Asso¬ 
ciation  on  the  advantages  of  dis¬ 
trict  heating  and  indicated  Provo 
City  may  one  day  want  to  utilize 
the  heating  system. 

The  three  European  countries 
Ferguson  visited  —West  Ger¬ 
many,  Denmark  and  Sweden  — 
use  district  heating  with  high  ener¬ 
gy  efficiency,  he  said. 

“District  heating  works  in 
Europe  because  the  people  believe 
in  resource  recovery,”  Ferguson 

The  district  heating  system  in¬ 
volves  the  underground  piping  of 
hot  water  that  is  connected  to  a  few 
centralized  heat  generators.  The 
hot  water  is  circulated  throughout 
the  system,  thus  reducing  the 
chance  of  energy  loss,  he  said. 

Ferguson  said  that  under  the 
steam  heating  system  Provo  City 
currently  uses,  the  public  takes  for 


granted  all  of  the  energy 
used  and  wasted. 

“Just  because  we  have  cheap' 
energy  doesn’t  mean  we  have  to 
use  it  all,”  Ferguson  said. 

He  said  many  Europeans  would 
be  amused  by  the  energy,  that  is 
wasted  by  Geneva  Steel. 

“The  Europeans  could  see  many 
ways  of  using  the  energy  that  is 
escaping  from  those  smoke  pipes,” 
he  said. 

The  mayor  compared  the  steam 
system  the  United  States  uses  to 
the  hot-water  system  of  Europe. 
He  said  that  in  the  steam  system, 
pipes  can  only  extend  5  miles  past 
the  central  generator  before  they 
begin  to  lose  their  energy  effi¬ 
ciency. 

But  with  the  hot-water  system, 
the  pipes  can  be  40  miles  from  the 
main  generator  before  they  begin 
to  lose  their  power,  he  said. 

Garth  Limburg,  a  member  of  the 
Provo  City  Community  Develop¬ 
ment  Office,  said  the  city  received 
an  Urban  Development  Action; 
Grant  last  spring  to  complete  a 
study  on  the  feasibility  of  convert¬ 
ing  any  extra  energy  sources  to  dis¬ 
trict  heating.
